Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 32 is allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner has not found a packet-assignment method within a specific network which 
assigns active Internet Protocol (IP) packets incoming from an outside network to QOS 
treatments within the specific network by identifying the class of service (COS) they belong to 
(in the outside network) as well as pre-selected packet attributes and matching these up with a 
second COS created from training sessions of training IP traffic in the specific network based on 
screened characteristics by selecting training traffic IP source address/port pairs and assigning 
QOS treatments to incoming active IP packets based the second COS and those selected IP 
source address/port pairs.
